Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 3/4/201 1 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Drawings 

The drawings were received on 3/4/201 1 . These drawings are accepted. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The 112 rejections have been withdrawn in light of the applicant's remarks filed 
on 3/4/2011. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-16 and 18-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Bowman et al. (US 7,520,867). 

Bowman et al. discloses an infusion set (10) comprising an infusion part (20, 26) 
for insertion into a patient and a connector (16) for connecting the infusion part with a 
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medical device through a tube, the connector being axially displaceable relative to the 
infusion part, the infusion part comprising an adhesive support (20), a base (26) 
connected to the adhesive support, the base part including a first set of guides (82 and 
the grooves between 82) and at least two retention devices (84, there are at least two 
elements 84) for releasably locking the connector to the infusion part, said retention 
devices extending upwardly from an upper surface of the base (element 84 is 
connected to a portion of the base extending upwardly from the upper surface), a first 
cannula (76) extending from said base and being in fluid communication with a cavity, 
said cavity being adapted to receive a second cannula (52) extending from the 
connector, wherein said second cannula is in fluid communication with the tube, and the 
connector comprising a second set of guides (60) adapted to fit with the first set of 
guides and at least two arms (46) adapted to fit with the retention devices (54 fits into 
84), the arms are movable in a laterally inward direction, in a laterally outward direction 
and in an upward direction away from the base such that movement of the arms in 
either the laterally inward direction, the laterally outward direction or the upward 
direction allows disengagement of the arms from the retention devices. 

Response to Arguments

moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
